Jptintst Olcnoon, tue TVIfo Mtorderer,

IInoKd Ills) Confenaloa, ttat Baplnaai.
ilosi of tne Crime.
The extreme penally of the law wai yester-

day ezecuttd uroi Jamoi Cleonon at Elizabeth,
N.J. .in which to ad. exacvly a year since, he
murdered b'a wtte. The tads in eonucctiou
wuh tne crime are bnvHy tho-e- : Cleinora wai
employed upon the wotka of the Catmleu aul
Ainboy ita lroad tk,:npuuy, and bore an excel-
lent cheiao.ev tor peuerpl steediuess aid
sortriety. His wile, however, by wtiom be bid
to ciiilclrtu, vas an intoainerate woman, and
penerally negleeilt-- of her home and her huv
band, arid frequently Cruel to her cbilJrou.

tilennora rrnonsi rated with her Irequeutly,
but to no pu .poee, and at lenstb her jiis-iio- u

lor drink and her neeiect of her borne duties
became so great that be was obliged to caution
tbe storekeepers ii the neighborhood azainst
HupnlyioK her with any kind of mioicatlnir
liiUor, with or w.ihout payment. This course
Bppeai-- s to have exasperated her, and to have
ltd her to almost itiitve her children, and on the

To the last be had strong hopes
01 arepiieve, but the uutirir? exertiusof many
friends were tiullc even to prolong his ilil'e lor
a tew days more. His jrilors say that unt'l the
nitht beiore the day lor which the execution
was fixed, he lived, slept, and talked as usual;
but that on that night ho could not sleep at all.
At two o'clock jesterday morning he lay down
for a short time on the bed, biit he could nei-
ther sleep nor be still; he was obliged to get
up and wulk about his little cell.

Early in tbe day ne was visited by his father
and uncle, the tormcr living where bis sou was
born, in Lrooklyn, and they stayed with htm au
hour or two, attempting to reconcile htm to his
fute. Later iu the day his niece, who cried bit-
terly throughout her Interview with him, visited
the convict, who also shed many tears in part
ing with her. He comforted her. however, bv
saving that it was better he should die then, as
be was prepared, and that he should die as he
had lived, a staunch ltoiaan Catholic. Through
out tbe morning ne smoked a great deal, and
aiter his visitors had left he was able to speak
quite coolly about the disposal of his body. He
then took leave nersonallv of all hia fpllnw-nrl- .

f oners, who each shook him by the hand and
bade him keep up his spirits. He was imme-
diately after closeted with his sph itual adviser,
to whom be repeated the suostance ot what we
have slated with regard to bis erime.

At 121 o'clock tbe piisoier was led out by the
Sheiitl to tbe place of eecui'on, withli t'ie pre
cincts of the Jail.
